REMARKS 

Claims 7-20 are pending. By this Amendment, claims 1-6 are cancelled without 
prejudice or disclaimer, and claim 15 is amended. 

The October 5, 2005 Office Action rejected claim 15 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph. By this Amendment, claim 15 is amended to overcome this rejection. 

The October 5, 2005 Office Action rejected claims 7, 9, 10, 13-14, 17, and 19 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e) over Cheung (U.S. 2005/0189621). Applicants respectfully traverse this 
rejection. 

The rejected claims find full support in the priority document DE 102 56 1 16.8, a 
certified copy of which was filed with the application and which has a filing date earlier than the 
earliest date to which the Cheung reference is entitled. In accordance with MPEP § 201.15, 
enclosed is an English-language translation of the certified copy. The translation of the certified 
copy is accurate. Accordingly, Applicants submit that the 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) rejection over 
Cheung is overcome.
